Coffee County voters also 
voted with a majority of Ala- 
bama voters on the two U. S. 
Senate races, supporting Done 
ald Stewart and Howell Hef- 
lin, Stewart overcame a lare 
ge lead to defeat the widow 
of the late Jim Allen while 
Heflin withstood a strong bid 
by Representative Walter Flow- 
ers to win by a heavy mar- 
gin. Heflin polled 70% of the 
vote in Coffee County while Ste- 
wart won by about 58% locally. 
Both face strong Republican 
opposition in November. 


Mobile District Attorney 
Charles Graddick slammed the 
jailhouse door closed enough 
to lock up the Attorney Gen~ 
eral’s office. Since there is 
no Republican opposition, his 
nomination means election. 
Graddick also carried Coffee 
County as well as the state. 
He polled over 70% of the Cof- 
fee County votes on his way 
to winning the nomination over 
State Senator Joe Fine who 
barely squeaked into a rune 
off by a few thousand votes 
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over former Assistant Attor- 
ney General Mc Phillips. 

Don Siegelman had no trou- 
ble again leading the ticket to 
win the Secretary ofState slot, 
He is the first man to hold 
the office in many years. He 
defeated Martha Adams who 
was making her second un- 
successful statewide race. Sie» 
gelman has been peggedas‘‘the 
man to watch’ in the future 
Alabama politics if he keeps 
his nose clean. He polled 
over 71% of the votes locally. 


Annie Laurie Gunter came 
from behind to win the State 
Treasurer office in her own 
right by defeating Public Ser- 
vice Commission president 


Juanita McDaniel. Mrs, Gun- 
ter was appointed to the office 
by Governor Wallace after Mel- 
ba Till Allen was convicted 
and sentenced in state courts. 


Pete Matthews managed to 
win the nomination for Public 
Service Commission, Place 1, 
but he didn’t get unanimous 
support from Coffee County, 
getting only 46% of the local 
vote. Coffeee County voters 
supported Charles Gaddy, a 
young Montgomery man, whose 
name closely resembled the 
‘*slam the door’ attorney gen- 
eral candidate.

The Coffee County Commi- 
ssion met on Monday, Septem.

Elba, and was forced to move 
the meeting to the courtroom 
to acccomodate a large group 
of visitors present to hear the 
problems that will be faced 
if the Ad Valorem Tax Relief 
bill passes on November 7. 
The visitors included various 
City and County officials. 
Probate Judge James L. 
Sawyer opened the meeting by 
saying, ‘‘We’re here to talk 
about the problems we'll face 
under the proposed tax plan.’’ 
Tax Assessor Mack Mc- 
Kinney told the group, ‘‘ Every 
county in the state faces the 
Same problems we do, If the 
bill is voted in on November 
7, the county will get no ad 
valorem tax, The lawmakers 
didn’t forget much and ruined 
a good system that gave good 
Service to the residents of Cof- 
fee County. I took office in 
April and because of a Fed- 
eral regulation passed in May 
I had to completely re-work 
the tax system. If the peo- 
ple vote in the tax plan I don’t 
see how ounty can oper- 
ate. The uts will be 10% 
on business and auto taxes and 
5% on farms, homes, etc. Pm 


go back to work!’’ 

Tax Collector Maxwell Ree- 
ves passed out a detailed tax 
study of the tax structure in 

- Coffee County and the figures 
revealed that if the tax pack- 
age is voted into law by the 
people, the tax money used by 
the county to provide services 
will be decreased by 37%. This 
loss will be absorbed by both 
city and county government. 
For example, last year a total 
of $115.34 in taxes was set on 
property valued at $4140. Under 
the Tax Relief Bill, the tax 
would amount to $72.56, 

County Commissioner Rex 
Boutwell stated, ‘‘The county 
property tax will be cut by 
43% if the bill is passed, and 
the bill also provides a tax 
credit retroactive for overpay- 
ment. This means that next 
year the county would face the 
impossible task of operating 
with only 14% of its present 
funds. We can’t do it?’ 

County Attorney Joe Sawyer 
gave the groupa small ray of 
hope, stating ‘The bill's le- 
gality isalready beingtested 
in court. Fm _ not saying 
whether the bill is good or 


bad. Im simply questioning 
its constitutionality.’’ 

Mr. Jack Rutland, Supt. of 
the Enterprise City Schools, 
said ‘‘If you cut taxes you 
also cut services. Our schools 
in Coffee County are amongthe 
best anywhere, but there is no 
way you can serve the students 
as well as we have if there is 
a 33% cutback in funds, I will 
go on record as saying it’s 
a stupid bill!’ 

Mr. Elmer Taylor, Supt, of 
the Elba City Schools, stated 
‘*Before November 7 the ele- 
cted officials and all interes- 
ted parties should combine their 
efforts and inform the people 
on the bad effects of the law.’’ 

Elba Mayor Robert Fol- 
som gave a simple solution if 
the cutbacks are made by say- 
ing, ‘‘You'll just have to tigh- 
ten your belts and keep going. 
The City of Elba is paying 
its own way as it goes, so, 
it can be done.”’ 

Before dismissing the 
group, Judge Sawyer presented 
it with another problem. 

Former Tax Assessor 
Fred Donaldson alleges the 
county owes him $16,000 for 
services when he conducted the 
tax re-appraisal plan. The ex-' 

tra pay would cover his per- 


sonal loss incurred by having 
to hire additional help, The 
county commission hasn’t de- 
cided if any money is owed 
and if so, how much,’’ Attor- 

ney Joe Sawyer told the group. 
“The money will affect the var- 
ious agencies funded by the 
county as the commission would 
like to know your opinions,’’ 
| Tax Collector Maxwell 
Reeves stated, ‘‘Pll take a 
stand in defense of Mr. Don- 
aldson, I had to pay $4000 
out of my pocket and I realize 
how much more help he had 
to hire. I think he should be 
reimbursed,”’ 

Enterprise Mayor Don Don- 
aldson said, ‘I think all city 
officials and agencies would 
concur that you work it out 
and if it means cutting a 


small amount of our funds we’ re 


willing. What's right is right!’’ 

Elba Mayor ’tobert Folsom 
Stated, ‘‘if he can document 
the claims ther pay him what 
he is owed. But, just don’t 
pay the man off!’ 

Present Tax Assessor Mack 
McKinney said, ‘‘This office 
is not a money making pro- 
ject. fFve been in office for 
7 months and it has already 
cost me money.’’ 

The commission took noac- 


tion on the controversial issue 
and made no promise to take 
action in the future. 

In an unexpected move, the 
commission voted unanimously 
to give the Food Stamp office 
60-days to vacate the county 
owned building it now uses, The 
state earlier had reported it 
would pay rent for the build- 
ing, but the check received was 
in the small amount of $25.96, 
The commission felt the check 
was not sufficient and voted 
to send the check back and 
evict the Food Stamp program.

Opelika businessman Fob 
James has won the Democra- 
tic nomination for governor 
and according to experts will 
have little trouble winning the 
November election against Re- 
publican Guy Hunt. James de- 
feated Attorney General Bill 
Baxley Tuesday in the run-off 
after leading the ticket onSept- 
ember 5, Returns were tabu- 
lated earlier in the run-off 
than in the first primary and 
Baxley conceeded at 8:30 Tues- 
day night, while James was 
more reserved and waited un- 
til after ten to acknowledge 
he had won the nomination, 
Coffee County voters gave 
James 58.44% of the vote this 
week after voting him over 40% 
of the total vote in the first 
voting that selected the can- 
didates for the run-off, 

Fellow Auburn graduate 
George McMillan, a Birming- 
ham lawyer and member of 
the Alabama Legislature, won 
the race for Lt. Governor. He 
earned his law degree in Vir- 
ginia after first getting a BS 
degree at Auburn where his 
father was an employee of the 
extension service. ‘ McMillan 
defeated fellow State Senator 
Bert Bank in what was pro- 
bably the cleanest of the state- 
wide races. While both 
men worked hard for the el- 
ection, neither dipped to the le- 
vel of any of the other can- 
didates to dig up mud to sling 
at the opponent. McMillan also 
curried Coffee County andcare 
ried it with a 54% vote. 

Coffee County voters also 
voted with a majority of Ala- 
bama voters on the two U, S. 
Senate races, supporting Don- 
ald Stewart and Howell Hef- 
lin. Stewart overcame a lar- 
ge lead to defeat the widow 
of the late Jim Allen while 
Heflin withstood a strong bid 
by Representative Walter Flow- 
ers to win by a heavy mare 
gin. Heflin polled 70% of the 
vote in Coffee County while Ste- 
wart won by about 58% locally. 
Both face strong Republican 
opposition in November. 

Mobile District Attorney 
Charles Graddick slammed the 
jailhouse door closed enough 
to lock up the Attorney Gene 
eral’s office. Since there is 
no Republican opposition, his 
nomination means election, 
Graddick also carried Coffee 
County as well as the state, 
He polled over 70% of the Cof-

Sie~ 
gelman has been peggedas‘‘ the 
man to watch’’ in the future 
Alabama politics if he keeps 
his nose clean. He polled 
over 71% of the votes locally. 


Annie Laurie Gunter came 
from behind to win the State 
Treasurer office in her own 
right by defeating Public Ser- 
vice Commission president 


Juanita McDaniel. Mrs, Gun- 
ter was appointed to the office 
by Governor Wallace after Mel- 
ba Till Allen was convicted 
and sentenced in state courts. 


Pete Matthews managed to 
win the nomination for Public 
Service Commission, Place 1,* 
but he didn’t get unanimous 
support from Coffee County, 
getting only 46% of the local 
vote. Coffeee County voters

Commissioners Ponder Possible Tax Problems 


The Coffee County Commi- 
ssion met on Monday, Septem-

Elba, and was forced to move 
the meeting to the courtroom 
to acccomodate a large group 
of visitors present to hear the 
problems that will be faced 
if the Ad Valorem Tax Relief 
bill passes on November 7. 
The visitors included various 
City and County officials. 
Probate Judge James L. 
Sawyer opened the meeting by 
saying, ‘‘We’re here to talk 
about the problems we'll face 
under the proposed tax plan.” 
Tax Assessor Mack Mc- 
Kinney told the group, “ Every 
county in the state faces the 
Same problems we do, [If the 
bill is voted in on November 
7, the county will get no ad 
valorem tax, The lawmakers 
didn’t forget much and ruined 
a good system that gave good 
Service to the residents of Cof- 
fee County. I took office in 
April and because of a Fed- 
eral regulation passed in May 
I had to completely re-work 
the tax system. If the peo- 
ple vote in the tax plan I don’t 
see how ounty can oper- 
ate. The 3 re will be 10% 
on business and auto taxes and 
5% on farms, homes, etc, Pm 


go back to work!”’ 

Tax Collector Maxwell Ree- 
ves passed out a detailed tax 
study of the tax structure in 
Coffee County and the figures 
revealed that if the tax pack- 
age is voted into law by the 
people, the tax money used by 
the county to provide services 
will be decreased by 37%. This 
loss will be absorbed by both 
city and county government. 
For example, last year a total 
of $115.34 in taxes was set on 
property valued at $4140. Under 
the Tax Relief Bill, the tax 
would amount to $72.56, 

Vounty Commissioner Rex 
Boutwell stated, ‘‘The county 
property tax will be cut by 
43% if the bill is passed, and 
the bill also provides a tax 

credit retroactive for overpay- 
ment. This means that next 
year the county would face the 
impossible task of operating 
with only 14% of its present 
funds. We can’t do it?’ 

County Attorney Joe Sawyer 
gave the groupa small ray of 
hope, stating ‘‘The bill’s le- 
gality isalready beingtested 
in court. Fm _ not saying 
whether the bill is good or 


bad. Im simply questioning 
its constitutionality.’’ 

Mr. Jack Rutland, Supt. of 
the Enterprise City Schools, 
said ‘‘If you cut taxes you 
also cut services. Our schools 
in Coffee County are among the 
best anywhere, but there is no 
way you can serve the students 
as well as we have if there is 
a 33% cutback in funds, I will 
go on record as saying it’s 
a stupid bill!’ 

Mr. Elmer Taylor, Supt. of 
the Elba City Schools, stated 
‘*Before November 7 the ele- 
cted officials and all interes- 
ted parties should combine their 
efforts and inform the people 
on the bad effects of the law.’’ 

Elba Mayor Robert Fol- 
som gave a simple solution if 
the cutbacks are made by say- 
ing, ‘‘You'll just have to tigh- 
ten your belts and keep going. 
The City of Elba is paying 
its own way as it goes, so, 
it can be done.’’ 

Before dismissing the 
group, Judge Sawyer presented 
it with another problem. 

Former Tax Assessor 
Fred Donaldson alleges the 
county owes him $16,000 for 
services when he conducted the 
tax re-appraisal plan, The ex-' 

tra pay would cover his per- 


sonal loss incurred by having 
to hire additional help, The 
county commission hasn’t de- 
cided if any money is owed 
and if so, how much,’’ Attor- 

ney Joe Sawyer told the group. 
“The money will affect the var- 
ious agencies funded by the 
county as the commission would 
like to know your opinions,’’ 
| Tax Collector Maxwell 
Reeves stated, ‘‘Pll take a 
stand in defense of Mr. Don- 
aldson, I had to pay $4000 
out of my pocket and I realize 
how much more help he had 
to hire. I think he should be 
reimbursed,’’ 

Enterprise Mayor Don Don- 
aldson said, ‘‘I think all city 
officials and agencies would 
concur that you work it out 
and if it means cutting a 
small amount of our funds we’ re 
willing. What's right is right!’ 

Elba Mayor /tobert Folsom 
stated, ‘if he can document 
the claims ther pay him what 
he is owed. But, just don’t 
pay the man off!’ 

Present Tax Assessor Mack 
McKinney said, ‘‘This office 
is not a money making pro- 
ject. ve been in office for 
7 months and it has already 
cost me money.’’ 

The commission took noac- 


tion on the controversial issue 
and made no promise to take 
action in the future. 

In an unexpected move, the 
commission voted unanimously 
to give the Food Stamp office 
60-days to vacate the county 
owned building it now uses, The 
state earlier had reported it 
would pay rent for the build- 
ing, but the check received was 
in the small amount of $25.96.

IN DEMOCRATIC PRIMARY 


Opelika businessman Fob 
James has won the Democra- 
tic nomination for governor 
and according to experts will 
have little trouble winning the 
November election against Re- 
publican Guy Hunt. James de- 
feated Attorney General Bill 
Baxley Tuesday in the run-off 
after leading the ticket onSept- 
ember 5, Returns were tabu- 
lated earlier in the run-off 
than in the first primary and 
Baxley conceeded at 8:30 Tues- 
day night, while James was 
more reserved and waited un- 
til after ten to acknowledge 
he had won the nomination, 
Coffee County voters gave 
James 58.44% of the vote this 
week after voting him over 40% 
of the total vote in the first 
voting that selected the can- 
didates for the run-off, 

Fellow Auburn graduate 
George McMillan, a Birming- 
ham lawyer and member of 
the Alabama Legislature, won 
the race for Lt. Governor. He 
earned his law degree in Vir- 
ginia after first getting a BS 
degree at Auburn where his 
father was an employee of the 
extension service. ‘ McMillan 
defeated fellow State Senator 
Bert Bank in what was pro- 
bably the cleanest of the state- 
wide races. While both 
men worked hard for the el- 
ection, neither dipped to the le- 
vel of any of the other can- 
didates to dig up mud to sling 
at the opponent. McMillan also 
curried Coffee County andcare 
ried it with a 54% vote. 

Coffee County voters also 
voted with a majority of Ala- 
bama voters on the two U, S. 
Senate races, supporting Don- 
ald Stewart and Howell Hef- 
lin. Stewart overcame a lar- 
ge lead to defeat the widow 
of the late Jim Allen while 
Heflin withstood a strong bid 
by Representative Walter Flow- 
ers to win by a heavy mare 
gin. Heflin polled 70% of the 
vote in Coffee County while Ste- 
wart won by about 58% locally.

Sie~ 
gelman has been peggedas‘‘ the 
man to watch’’ in the future 
Alabama politics if he keeps 
his nose clean. He polled 
over 71% of the votes locally. 


Annie Laurie Gunter came 
from behind to win the State 
Treasurer office in her own 
right by defeating Public Ser- 
vice Commission president 


Juanita McDaniel. Mrs, Gun- 
ter was appointed to the office 
by Governor Wallace after Mel- 
ba Till Allen was convicted 
and sentenced in state courts. 


Pete Matthews managed to 
win the nomination for Public 
Service Commission, Place 1,* 
but he didn’t get unanimous 
support from Coffee County, 
getting only 46% of the local 
vote. Coffeee County voters 
supported Charles Gaddy, a 
young Montgomery man, whose 
name closely resembled the 
«slam the door’’ attorney gen- 
eral candidate.

Elba, and was forced to move 
the meeting to the courtroom 
to acccomodate a large group 
of visitors present to hear the 
problems that will be faced 
if the Ad Valorem Tax Relief 
bill passes on November 7. 
The visitors included various 
City and County officials. 
Probate Judge James L. 
Sawyer opened the meeting by 
saying, ‘‘We’re here to talk 
about the problems we'll face 
under the proposed tax plan.” 
Tax Assessor Mack Mc- 
Kinney told the group, “ Every 
county in the state faces the 
Same problems we do, [If the 
bill is voted in on November 
7, the county will get no ad 
valorem tax, The lawmakers 
didn’t forget much and ruined 
a good system that gave good 
Service to the residents of Cof- 
fee County. I took office in 
April and because of a Fed- 
eral regulation passed in May 
I had to completely re-work 
the tax system. If the peo- 
ple vote in the tax plan I don’t 
see how ounty can oper- 
ate. The 3 re will be 10% 
on business and auto taxes and 
5% on farms, homes, etc, Pm 


go back to work!”’ 

Tax Collector Maxwell Ree- 
ves passed out a detailed tax 
study of the tax structure in 
Coffee County and the figures 
revealed that if the tax pack- 
age is voted into law by the 
people, the tax money used by 
the county to provide services 
will be decreased by 37%. This 
loss will be absorbed by both 
city and county government. 
For example, last year a total 
of $115.34 in taxes was set on 
property valued at $4140. Under 
the Tax Relief Bill, the tax 
would amount to $72.56, 

Vounty Commissioner Rex 
Boutwell stated, ‘‘The county 
property tax will be cut by 
43% if the bill is passed, and 
the bill also provides a tax 

credit retroactive for overpay- 
ment. This means that next 
year the county would face the 
impossible task of operating 
with only 14% of its present 
funds. We can’t do it?’ 

County Attorney Joe Sawyer 
gave the groupa small ray of 
hope, stating ‘‘The bill’s le- 
gality isalready beingtested 
in court. Fm _ not saying 
whether the bill is good or 


bad. Im simply questioning 
its constitutionality.’’ 

Mr. Jack Rutland, Supt. of 
the Enterprise City Schools, 
said ‘‘If you cut taxes you 
also cut services. Our schools 
in Coffee County are among the 
best anywhere, but there is no 
way you can serve the students 
as well as we have if there is 
a 33% cutback in funds, I will 
go on record as saying it’s 
a stupid bill!’ 

Mr. Elmer Taylor, Supt. of 
the Elba City Schools, stated 
‘*Before November 7 the ele- 
cted officials and all interes- 
ted parties should combine their 
efforts and inform the people 
on the bad effects of the law.’’ 

Elba Mayor Robert Fol- 
som gave a simple solution if 
the cutbacks are made by say- 
ing, ‘‘You'll just have to tigh- 
ten your belts and keep going. 
The City of Elba is paying 
its own way as it goes, so, 
it can be done.’’ 

Before dismissing the 
group, Judge Sawyer presented 
it with another problem. 

Former Tax Assessor 
Fred Donaldson alleges the 
county owes him $16,000 for 
services when he conducted the 
tax re-appraisal plan, The ex-' 

tra pay would cover his per- 


sonal loss incurred by having 
to hire additional help, The 
county commission hasn’t de- 
cided if any money is owed 
and if so, how much,’’ Attor- 

ney Joe Sawyer told the group. 
“The money will affect the var- 
ious agencies funded by the 
county as the commission would 
like to know your opinions,’’ 
| Tax Collector Maxwell 
Reeves stated, ‘‘Pll take a 
stand in defense of Mr. Don- 
aldson, I had to pay $4000 
out of my pocket and I realize 
how much more help he had 
to hire. I think he should be 
reimbursed,’’ 

Enterprise Mayor Don Don- 
aldson said, ‘‘I think all city 
officials and agencies would 
concur that you work it out 
and if it means cutting a 
small amount of our funds we’ re 
willing. What's right is right!’ 

Elba Mayor /tobert Folsom 
stated, ‘if he can document 
the claims ther pay him what 
he is owed. But, just don’t 
pay the man off!’ 

Present Tax Assessor Mack 
McKinney said, ‘‘This office 
is not a money making pro- 
ject. ve been in office for 
7 months and it has already 
cost me money.’’ 

The commission took noac- 


tion on the controversial issue 
and made no promise to take 
action in the future. 

In an unexpected move, the 
commission voted unanimously 
to give the Food Stamp office 
60-days to vacate the county 
owned building it now uses, The 
state earlier had reported it 
would pay rent for the build- 
ing, but the check received was 
in the small amount of $25.96. 
The commission felt the check 
was not sufficient and voted 
to send the check back and 
evict the Food Stamp program. 

County Engineer Leslie Mu- 
llins discussed swapping Co« 
unty Road 14 between Ino and 
Alabama Hwy. 27 for Alabama 
Hwy. 134 between Ino and En- 
terprise. The commission in- 
structed Judge Sawyer to con- 
tact Rep.

Dear Ferrin, 

The .Citizens of Elba should 
know what happened during the 
Special Legislative Session to 
the appropriation for Elba City 
Schools. Many interested peo- 
ple wrote letters to our state 
Senators and Representatives 
to gain support for the appro- 
priation. A delegation of con- 
cerned citizens and profess- 
ional businessmen made two 
trips to the Capitol during the 
regular session to state Elba’s 
needs. These people gave wili- 
ingly and enthusiastically of 
their time in concern for our 
school system and the imm- 
ediate need for funds, 

During the special legislae 
tive session Senator Wendall 
Mitchell proposed an amend- 
ment to the Education Budget 
from the senate floor for a 
special appropriation of 
$500,000 for the Elba City School 
systems, This was passed in 
the Senate and the budget went 
before the conference commi- 
ttee with this amendment intact. 


This committee is made up 
of three senators and three 
members of the house. The 
Special appropriation amend- 
ment for Elba was stricken 
from the educational budget un- 
der this committee. 

It is my understanding that 
conference committee members 
express largely the opinions 
of the respective governing body 
heads. We do know this bill 
passed through the senate with 
the approval of the Lieutenant 
Governor and some well known 
senators. However, Iwasquo- 
ted directly a statement made 
by Representative James Sasser 
from Ozark: ‘‘If we can’t have 
this money, neither can Elba.’’ 
What an attitude for progress 
in our state. 


Our own  Kkepresentative, 
Jimmy Holley, will be in the 
capitol another four years. He 
helped to get this appropria- 
tion in the budget (on condition), 
back in the spring and I know 
he will continue to support our 
school systems in every posse 
ible way. 

We should not neglect to 
credit Senator Wendall Mitchell 
for his efforts and certainly Lt. 
Governor Jere Beasley’s sup- 
port, without whose efforts we 
would have had no absolute app- 
ropriation amendment, 


So, the appropriation 
amendment did not pass with 
the education budget; however, 
a special Bonds Issue for the 
State Education systems did 
pass. Elba City Schools share 


.of this bonds issue is $287,839, 


This figure comes directly from 
our superintendant of schools’ 
office, 


The money is funded as the 
school board has each cap- 
itol outlay project approved by 
the State and after the bonds 
are sold by the State. The 
school board is already seek~ 
ing approval of an architect 
to draw up renovation projects 
for our school, 

This amount of money is by 
no means enough to even con- 
sider the building of a new 
Senior Secondary School Com- 
plex. Renovations are urgen- 
tly needed in the class room 
structures while we look for 
new sources of revenue. There 
are some ideas that warrent 
intensive research. TheSchool 
Board does need new funds to 
renew physical facilities. It is 
up to the citizens of our com- 
munity to probe for such funds,

A new Economic Emergency 
loan service for farmers (or, 
farmers and ranchers) who 
have financial problems cau- 
sed by credit shortage or 
cost-price squeeze is now in 


effect through the U.S. Far- 
mers Home Adminstration 
(FmHA), 


Bill Ray , the agency’ s Cou- 
nty Supervisor for Coffee Coun- 
ty, reports that FmHA is pre- 
pared to take applications at 
its county offices throughout 
the state. 

Economic Emergency loans 
are authorized under the Agri- 
cultural Credit Act of 1978 
signed by President Carter 
August 4. They offer special 
help to farmers who are hard- 
pressed by recent shortage of 
credit from their regular len- 
ders, or by debts accumulated 
during the recent period of low 
farm prices. 

Ray said the Economic 
Emergency loan program was 
enacted by Congress, with Ad- 
minstration support, in recog- 
nition of the fact that ‘‘eco- 
nomic conditions, as well as 
weather, are often beyond far- 
mers’ control.’’ FmHA emer- 
gency credit has previously 
been confined to loans for re-

or the guarantee of private 
lenders’ loans to livestock pro- 
ducers affected by economical 
conditions. 

Under the new Economic 
Emergency program, any es- 
tablished farm operator -~ in- 
dividual, partnership, corpor- 
ation or cooperative -~ exper- 
jencing scarce credit or an 
overload of debt coming due, 
may apply for up to $400,000 
of credit through FmHA in or- 
er to survive in farming and 
continue their normal mfevel 


of operation. Economic Emer- ' 


gency loans will not be made 
to expand a “farm operation. 

Loans made directly by 
FmHA will . be at an interest 
rate equivalent to the cost of 
money secured by the gov~ 
ernment through sale of its 
securities to the public, plus an 
administrative add-on of up to 
one percent. The rate initially 
will be 8 1/2 percent. Guar- 
anteed loans will be made at 
rates negotiated between bor- 
rower and lender, with FmHA 
providing the lender up to a 90 
percent guarantee against loss. 

Loans for operating pur- 
poses will be made for terms of 
up to 7 years, with loan consoli-

WIREGRASS LADY 
CONSERVATIONIST 
OF THE YEAR 

The 1978 Wiregrass Lady 
Conservationist of the Year is 
Vilettia Bailey. Mrs. Bailey 
Manages all operations on the 
1800-acre Mixon Farms in the 
Curtis and Brooklyn Commu- 
nities of Coffee County. She 
is a good conservationist and 
takes pride in maintaining her 
land for future generations. 

Mrs. Bailey, known as the 
"Boss Lady’’ to people ar- 
ound Curtis, has applied con- 
servation, practices almost 


‘every year since she began 


farming 20 years ago. The 
majority of her land is ade- 
quately treated, and she has 
been a cooperator with the 
Coffee County Soil and 
‘Water Conservation District 
since 1961. She states, ‘‘I 
study all my plans to deter- 
mine which conservation meas- 
ure needs to be applied. If I 
don’t fix as I go along, it will 
all be washed away.’’ 

During the past 10 years, 
she has applied over 40,000 
feet of terraces, 15 acres of 
grassed waterways, planted 
approximately 150 acres of 
marginal cropland to grass- 
land, and installed gully con- 
trol structures over 20 acres 
of critical areas on her var- 
She refers to 
conservation in this way, ‘‘If 
people do not keep their farms 
up each year by maintaining 
and building conservation str- 
uctures, they are just asking 
for future trouble.’’ 


SCHULER TRANSFERRED 
TO KENTUCKY 

Beth Schuler, Soil Conser- 
vationist in the New Brockton 
Field Office, has been trans- 
ferred tothe Denton Field Office 
in Western Kentucky as of 
Sept. 25, 1978. She has been 
in Coffee County since January, 
1978, receiving training in plan- 
ning and application of conser- 
vation practices, 

A native of Sandusky, Ohio, 
Schuler is a graduate of 
Murray State University where 
she received the BS and MS 
degrees in Animal Husbandry, 
Agronomy and Soils. She has 
been with the Soil Conservation 
Service since May 1977, She 
previously served as a Soil 
Scientist in the St. Clair 
County Soil Survey Office in 
North Alabama. 

In New Brockton, Schuler 
assisted the District Conser- 
vationist and technicians in the 
application of conservation 
measures and landowners in 
the planning of land uses. She 
has contributed much to the 
field office, and her assistance 
and knowledge will be missed, 
but her newly-learned skills 
can be applied to her work in 
Kentucky, 


PREPARE NOW 

~ Cattlemen hope that cattle 
prices stay up for at least 
as long as depressed prices 
they have experienced. How- 
ever, it is almost an assurity 
that lean years will come, so 
renovation and improvement of 
pastures now will pay divid- 
ends when money for fertili- 
zer and lime may not be easy 
to find in the markets. 

The cheapest source of nit- 
rogen available to farmers to- 
day is from the atmosphere. 
The legume is one of nature’s 
manufacturer of nitrogen is the 
soil. Millions of tons of nite 
rogen are available in the air 
for the taking, if Yarmers 
would take advantage of this 
resource. The most common 
clovers are: Yuchi arrowleaf, 
crimson, white dutch and ball. 
Each of these have different 
characteristics and choice de- 
pends on soil type, intensity 
of grazing, wetness and many 
other factors. 

Yuchi arrowleaf clover is 
most commonly mixed with pas- 
ture and hayland grasses in 


Coffee County. ExperimentSt- 
ation results show definite su- 
periority of yield Yuchi arrow- 
leaf over crimson and ball. 
Yuchi arrowleaf should be 
planted on well drained soils 
with fertilizer and lime app- 
lications according to soil test. 
The only disadvantage of 


Yuchi is that maintaining ferti- 
lity and PH is very important 
to maintain stands. Soil test- 
ing is recommended at least 
every second year to insure 
Stable fertility. Crimson, and 
ball clovers are less sensitive 
to fertility but this production 
of forage and nitrogen is less 
per acre, so the additional ef- 
forts will be worth it. White 
dutch is suggested on areas 
where soils are damp or poor- 
ly drained, 

Planting and management 
recommendations vary foreach 
species of legume.

Be sure to spray 
enough to really wet the plants. 


PERFECT TIME 

If we get a rain, we cer- 
tainly need to send in a lot of 
nematode samples to the lab- 
oratory at Auburn, Peanut 
growers especially need to 
have in mind those fields which 
will be going into peanuts next 
year and take a sample now for 
nematodes and send to the lab. 
You can test for nematodes 
at a cost of less than a pound 
of peanuts per acre. 

I don’ t see how a profit-con- 
scious peanut producer can af- 
ford not to test for nematodes. 
Of course, if there has been no 
damage in the past and you are 
making two tons per acre, chan- 
ces are you don’t have nema- 
recommend nematode testing 
without any reservation, 

The agri-business firms 
have the supplies to take the 
Samples, or you can pick them 
up at the county Extension of- 
fice.

PROTECT GRAIN 

Coffee County farmers are 
harvesting a fairly good crop 
of corn. Many growers will 


‘be storing this corn to feed 


or sell later. Prices are de- 
pressed at the present time. 
If you plan to store corn, 


you certainly need to protect 
# it from weevils and other in-, 


sects, If you are storing shel- 
led grain or storing it in the 
shuck, be sure to spray the 
area where the corn will be 
stored with a premium grade 
Malathion (1 pint of 5 lbs./gal. 
EC in 5 gallons of water), -« 
Spray thoroughly. 

If you place the grain in 
storage, cover each layer of 
1,000 pounds of grain with ab- 
out a pound of 1% premium grade 
Malathion dust. Use 6 pounds 
per 100 bushels of corn, This 
is about a pound for every one- 
half ton of shelled corn. Han- 
dle ear corn the same way. 
Put an extra amount of Mala- 
thion dust on top of the last 
layer of corn to give extra 
protection. Malathion is safe 
and effective. Follow directions 
on the container.

. the least. The Apostle Paul 
Said, ‘‘The wages of sin is 
death,..’’ (Romans 3:23), The 
Sinful life issues in death, and 
that is the immutable law of 
a just God, With the sin of 
Adam and Eve in the Garden 
of Eden, the sin prinicple came 
into play, and since that time, 
Sin has been producing its a- 
bundant harvest of death. There 
are temporal and there are 
eternal consequences of sin, 
but they all operate on the death 
principle, Man, under the pen- 
alty of sin, is born dead spir- 
itually, and he immediately be- 
gins to die physically. 

In contrast to wages is the 
idea of a gift. As we re- 
member our wages in the past, 
SO we have unforgetable mem- 
ories of past gifts. At Christ- 
mas time, on birthdays, and 
during other special seasons, 
we have been overjoyed by some 
kind expression of love in the 
form of a gift. The conclusion 
of Romans 3:23 reads, ‘‘... but 
the gift of God is eternal life 
through Jesus Christ our 
Lord’’ As a just God, the 
Lord is honor bound by His 
own character to announce the 
wages of our sin. However, 
as the merciful God, He has 
decreed the gift of eternal life 
for those who express faith in 
the gift of His only Son. Thus, 
God has chosen to give us what 
we could not deserve and could 


hever earn, Living under the 


condemnation of sin, God has 
offered us the gift of forgiveness 
and acceptance, 

The vehicle for the gift of 
God in Jesus Christ is personal 
faith. A gift is never really a 
gift until it is received. So, 
God has proferred His love to 
us in the form of a Son, but 
it is never a real gift to the 
individual until it is person- 
ally accepted. God made us 
with the capacity for faith, and 
He calls upon us to exercise 
that faith capacity in accept- 
ing His gift, How sad to have 
such a gift available and wait- 
ing, yet fail to accept it.
